EGYPTIAN TROOPS STAGE 
MUTINY 


Cairo, Nov. 28.—Two platoons of 
the Eleventh Sudanese at Khartoum 
today mutinied and attacked the mil- 
itary hospital, killing one British and 
two Syrian doctors. 

British troops fired on the mu- 
tineers who suffered severe casualties. 

Further Arrests in Cairo 

London, Nov. 28.—A_ number of 
additional arrests of Egyptian Na- 
tionalists were made today, says an 
agency dispatch from Cairo. 

Outbreak is Confirmed 

London, Nov. 28.—The Egyptian 
embassy in London confirms the news 
from Cairo of an outbreak among 
Egyptian troops at Khartoum but 
adds that it considers that the out- 
break was not due to any influence 
outside the battalion involved and is 
not connected officially with the 
troubles in Cairo. 

The Cairo correspondent of the 
Morning Post has cabled that it is 
reported that further arrests have 
been made. He is unable, however, 
to obtain confirmation. He adds that! 
many more arrests are to be expect- 
ed in the near future. 

The Daily Mail’s Cairo correspond- 
ent believes that Ziwar Pasha was 
happily relieved by yesterday’s ar- 
rests, as the prisoners, according to 
the correspondent, were the premier’s 
political enemies and if they had been 
left at liberty might have endangered 
his life as well as the lives of British 
officials. 

There seems to be some anxiety in 
Cairo with reference to the attitude 
of the students in the higher schools 
who still refuse to resume their stud- 
ies. The students of Alazabar issued 
a statement to the newspapers declar- 
ing their determination to strike for 
10 days in protest against the British 
measures. They called upon the 
Moslems of all classes to attend the 
masques of Alazabar today for a 
meeting after prayers to decide what 
course to take. 

In view of the occurrences which 
have followed some similar gather- 
ings in the past, it is assumed here 
that the British authorities in Egypt 
wil] take strong measures to pre- 
vent trouble. 

One of the points in the British de- 
mands upon the Egyptian govern- 
ment following the assassination of 
Sir Lee Stack, the sirdar, was for the! 
evacuation of the Sudan by all the 
Egyptian military forces there. 

A Cairo dispatch last night said 
that, when the acting sirdar gave the 
necessary orders for the evacuation, 
the Egyptian officers and troops de- 
clined to obey and offered resistance, 
declaring they would not leave un- 
less they received orders from the 
Egyptian government. 


British troops then surrounded the 
Egyptians and the government at 
Khartoum, capital of the Sudan, tele- 
graphed Cairo asking that such orders 
be issued. The message intimated 
that the Egyptian troops were ready 
to resist further but pointed out that 
they had only 20 rounds of ammuni- 
tion per man, whereas the British

Allow 6 raw oysters to each person. 
For sauce add % tablespoon of 
tomato catsup or chili sause to %

Roquefort Dressing 

Mash 3 tablespoons of Roquefort 
cheese and beat into a small quantity 
of French dressing. It is made with 
3 times as much oil as vinegar (or 
lemon juice) salt and pepper to taste. 
A salad for 6 people will take 6 table- 
spoons of oil, 2 of vinegar or lemon 
juice, % teaspoon salt, % teaspoon 
pepper. Put all the ingredients in a 
bowl and beat together with a fork 
or egg beater until smoothly blended. 
If it is allowed to stand the oil will 
apparently separate, but it may be 
beaten over and used again until the 
last drop is gone, so it is perfectly 
all right to make it in quantity to 
keep on hand in a bottle for use when 
you want it. In this case, the easiest 
way is to put a cup and a half of oil 
into a Mason jar, add half a cup of 
vinegar, 3 teaspoons of salt and a 
half a teaspoon of pepper, and when- 
ever you need some, shake it up:

Joseph Hicks, barrister, was called 
to Granum on the 17th ult., to defend 
a client charged with improper use of 
a brand under the Alberta Brand 
Act.

Mr. Hicks argued that 
since the Brand Act made no provis- 
ion as to the limitation of the time 
within which the prosecution should 
commence Section 1142 of the Crim- 
inal Code applied and that the magis- 
trate had no jurisdiction to try the 
case as the time limit under that sec- 
tion was six months from the time of 
the cause of the complaint. The 
magistrate, however, held that the 
time was not outlawed and that every 
day until the brand was vented was a 
new cause of complaint. The accused 
was coonvicted and fined. Mr. Hicks 
has filed and served a notice of ap- 
peal,
